Both were 
given favorable readings before 
the Planning and Zoning Com- 
mission, Monday night. 

The subdivision regulation, 
provided for undrj* Kentucky 
statutes, gives the city the au- 
thority to control subdivision 
development within the city 
and for five miles outside the 
city limits. 

Hazard’9 subdivision regula- 
tion, however, doesn't go that 
far outside the city. It in- 
cludes an area to the Darfork 
intersection, the Hilton com- 
munity, Airport Gardens, Mead- 
ow Branch drainage, land di- 
rectly across from Combs and 
paralleling the river to the 
Combs bridge. Lothair, Christo- 
pher, Diablock, land in the Dav- 
idson Branch drainage, and the 
Godf Course. 

I Purpose of the regulation is 
to prevent indiscriminate do 
Ivelopment of property. 

The revised zoning ordinance 
is applicable only to the resi- 
dents of the* city. 

I The ordinance, approved by 
the commission, has been revis- 
ed to provide a designated use 
for all land within the city of 
llaaard. Previously only certain 
areas of the community had 
been zoned. 

Maps showing details of both 
regulations may be seen at the
